The oue declared that all 
things were lovely at Ottawa; tho other 
that they were aa iii,'ly as Old Scratiih 
himself. The oau.^e nf our contenijior 
ary-'s jiibilatiott lay in tiie receipt by hiin 
of a telegram from Ott;vwu whicli announc- 
ed the triumphant success of the govern- 
ment 'policy; liis lachrymose mood Ava» 
caused by the appearance of several para- 
graphs of a contrary nature, >Vith tho lu- 
gubrious part of the Slondar^l wo do not 
propose to deal; beoauau has ho not fur- 
nished liia own condemnation! .Xro not 
all the disquieting rumors to which he 
has given birth disposed of by his own 
dispatch ? Is he not suflioionlly correct- 
ed and made autliciently small even in hi.s 
own sii^ht by his yesterday's issue ! Ever 
.since the prorogation of the house lie had 
continued to cry "Ichubod !" to declare 
that tho govGcnnient policy had failed ut- 
terly. Yeaterdny lie was forced against 
his wiU and w Ish to iufomi his renders 
that the entire policy has proved success- 
ful. But in the midst of liis Jubilate Deo 
article the o.\-organ could notrefraiii from 
misreproaentation. I^orhaps he is en- 
titled to sympathy more than to blame. 
Bad habits, it ia said, are hard to shake 
off and the liabit of telling fibs about his 
political opponents would appear to have 
become second nature with him. To 
ahow the perversity and untruthfulness 
of the man, we confront his Ottawa 
dinpalch witii an extract from his leading 
article.

"Ottawa, May tiOth. 
"Respectintc the settlement of disputes 
between the Dominion governiueut and 
the province of British Colmnbia, tho Do- 
■- minion j^ovomment here has agreed to 
-. give inoiiey as a grant to the province 
', amounting to a million dollars. Se\-en 
hundred and fifty thousand of whicii will 
. " be to indemnify the province for loss sus- 
tained in carrying the terms of tlie con- 
federation by delay in building tlie rail- 
way, and $"250,000 in aid of the construc- 
tion of the Eaquimalt dry dock."

in this house on the 8tli instant, and as 
contained in the Settlement bill, passed 
here, the substance of which apijeared in 
all the city papers about the same date. 
If our contemporary really paid for tho

The invitation to people to refer to the 
dispatch to tlnd, soiuotliinL; iUnein thai 
does not eiiat. tliure; and tho as.snrauce 
that Sir John hiia set a.sido tlie 
.•igreemeiit because lie proposes to i;ivo 
i?7i">0,(H)0 towards tho construction of the 
island lino and in coinpen.iation pf. all rail- 
way delay.s, are part and parcer'ftf au ef- 
fort of the o\ or;;aii to lot liimseif drnvii 
easily. He ha.s all along declared lliat 
the policy wmuUI fail, and .since it has 
proved a complete, iriuitiplinnt ami j;lo 
rious suooeas, he udVr profisae.s to have 
discovered that this government have been 
i'^iiored by Sir.loliii ami that the eluuae 
pr>>vidiiig for the appropriation of JiToO, 
Ot)0 for island railway pur|iose» i;i an uf- 
lerthought of tho Pomiiiion proiuier; 
whereas, as has been shown, it consti- 
tutes a clause in tho Settlement Ltill 
which tvyns i>assod by this house.

* * " Victoria at last! .Viid 1 liad 
heard so much uf its being more i'Jnglish 
than England herself, that I was a little 

disappointed because tho houses were not 
all in the style of a hundred years ago, 
with the roof.s leaning comfortably over 
to chat across the street. But it was 
quaint and ijuiet enough after all, and 
when we had seen a venerable hansom cab 
and passed tho "New Inn" and the 
"Coach and IJorses" tavern, our New 
England appetite wa.s to a degree sat ia- 
licd. I fancy it would be dithciilt to find 
a bit of A'ictovia that is not picturesnue, 
and even the business streets possess an 
irregularity which ia charming. There 
are roads where on either side tiio country 
atrotches away in a natural park, and 
every turn brings glimpses of iiills and 
water, ond' the fields are spangled with 
little white daises, and the air i.s tilled 
with the scent of sweet-brier. .As' we 
drove around the race-track on Beacon 
Hill, we found tlie green slojie gay with 
the scarlet and blue J erseya and white 
knickerbockers of the boys playing La- 
Crosae, and we waited a little while tu 
see them scampering .after the balls and 
listen to the shouts and laugliter wliich 
belong to the good times of hcjilthy, hap- 
py boyhood. Such boylio id, too, as so 
few of our own boys know, who carry 
their slight figures and pale faces to even- 
ing parties by way of bodily oxercise. 
Returning we passed tho governor's 
house, where the I'rincess Louise liad 
lived, and then we heard a good deal 
about the princess, of various 'snuba ju- 
diciou.ily administered to the snobbishly 
inclined and sundry gracious atteiitious 
bestowed upon modesty. Wo heard of 
the sketches she made and the gowns she 
wore and "the words she said and tht; 
deeds she did," and we found gossip 
about royalty .03 entertaining as any otliur 
kind. 

Our mornings we spent rowing on- tiie 
Arm, once going up the Gorge, where tho 
stream narrows and falls some four feet, 
the constantly changing currents sending 
the water boiling over the rocks. Tlio 
scenery here is' wonderfully beautiful, .and 
the old Gorge hotel, nestling among tiie 
shrubbery away upon the bank above the 
liridge, is grown all over with vines until 
what might be ahatby looks only pictur- 
esipie. Rose Eytinge fell in love witli 
the place and wanted to buy it and put it 
in repair for lior private residence, but 
there was, I believe, some difliciflt mort- 
gage in the way. The little Indian boys 
sit on tho rocks and bait nails to' catch 
fish, and every now and then a canoe 
darts acro.HS our way with tiie Indian lol- 
ling comfortably, the squaw j)addling and 
the children atocriiig. 'i'hey are all over 
Victoria, the girls willi bare, brown feet, 
and gay-colored handkerchiefs tied over 
tho hair-. dbw;a under the chin. But as 
one gazes 'intd the heavy, stupid faces, 
the belief in "Bright .Alfarelta" gradual- 
ly slips away, at lea.st one niusl conclude 
th.it as the race dies out the pretty girls 
go first. 

Chairs had been reserved for. us by the 
speaker of tlui house for the proi'ogation 
of parliament. The government build- 
ings of red brick are assuredly not hand- 
some, but there is a certain a'-piarncss and 
solidity about the architecture which is 
iniprossive. We found cjur places atiTong 
the silent spectators, feeling very iniich 
as if we were in church, and presently 
that idea was dissipated by the appear- 
ance of the Lieutenant (iovernor Ijrilliant 
in gold lace and a cocked iiat, followed by 
a staff of otlicers in military or naval uni- 
forms. There were magiatratea in wigs 
and gowns and ministers in evenitig 
diesa, and so many things asked anil 
granted "in Her Majesty's name" tliat 
America began to aconi very far aw;iy. 
Tho Englishrnen of our party .snill'ed a 
little and talked about Westminster, 
L(}ndun, yet nothing could disappoint us 
of the fact that we have been to parlia- 
ment.^. 

Thefa^ship lying in Esquimal harbor 
lends to 'Victoria society tho gaiety which 
follows in tho wake of men-of-war, and it 
ia aaid„too, that the uiivy likes to linger. 
We heard of an admiral wiio dropped lii.s 
anchor. and llotited comfortably for some 
twenty montiis, until tho papa of a gallant 
midshipman suggested that he had placerl 
his son in the navy with tho view of hav- 
ing him occasionally at sea, and tlie Hag- 
ship received a notice of two days to sail. 
It is doubtless duo to the heartless inter- 
ference of this gentleman that it has been 
decided that the conataiit preaonto of a 
man-of-war at Eaquimalt ia not necessary 
to the preservation of the country. 

We were at church Sunday morning on 
board the Swiftsure, the llag.ship at pres- 
ent stationed tlicre, and we'brouglit away 
a pleasant memory of the sorvicc in the 
long, low room, the hearty chorus of iiOO 
sailors, tho old-fashioned ohqnts and 
hymns, dear and familiar to ns all, and 
the prayers for love and peace spoken 
with the cannon on every side. 

I think that after the torpedoes there 
ia nothing on the ilagsliip so interesting 
as the middies, who c,->riy tlio respou.si- 
bility of tho service upon their, shoulders 
and devote themselves to society with au 
eagerness equalled only, I am sure, by 
that with which they ()ursiie their 
studies. 

\.'oinig Aimiricaiis are educated witii a 



atom contempt fur tlio British maiiner, 
and HO strongly is this projudico implant- 
ed that HI the horror of being pronounced 
still, we tty to thp other extrouie of blunt- 
ness and call anythihg'^Rlibrt of it , atlecta- 
tion; and yot we found Victoria society 
an undoubtedly English society, every- 
thing that wo claim for our own; cordial, 
graceful and hospitable. Wo mot no piti- 
less st(vc<!),^pi7jdld we nbaerve small, criti- 
cal groups -passing judgment upon the 
new-couiers; wo found it possible to go 
out to dinner in our Jeneys and travel- 
ing suits and enjoy ourselves as wo might 
ilo in jNmerica, and thuro was above all 
ul.'<e adinirahle, a simplicity of niitertain- 
moiit and tiie lack of ctl'ort which charac- 
terized what ia donei only for tho pleasure 
it may give and briuK. And when we 
had passed beyond their gates and taken 
tho last l^iokeAl^iotoiiA. It, was,,. with tho 
hope that to^tlicse^ friends who'^' had made 
it ao charming, wo wore aayiiig:,Pa8 ((({ieii;

Climate, Soil, Timber, Etc. 



Mr. James Alexander, who since 18(i4 
has resided in New Caledonia in the ser- 
vice of' the Hudson Bay Co., states that 
west of the llocky mountains there is a 
giiiiit deal of open prairie land suitable 
for agriculture. The presence of poplar 
there as «ell as olsewhero is accepted as 
an evidence of good soil. The winter 
sets in about the middle of November, 
and snow lies to tho middle of April. 
The cold is not usually very severe; "al- 
though there are at times sharp snaps 
which last a few days. In the summer 
the weather is quitu warm and vegetation 
advances quickly. There are aoinetimes 
summer frosts at Stuart's Lake, where 
the altitude is about 2000 feet. Barley, 
oats, potatoes, onions, carrots, cabbages,- 
etc., are grown at and- about" Stuart's 
Lake. Tho only crop that fails at any 
time are potatoes -the rest of the articles 
named being produceil wfthout ditliciilty. 
Wheat and potatoes are grown at Fort 
(Icorge and vicinity .■(uci.'essfully . There 
tho altitude is only 1800 feet. The Peace 
river country which lies east of tho Rocky 
mountains, is a beautiful section of large 
exiont. The soil is fertile, well watered 
and wooded, and pii.iries are extensive, 
tho latter are not so barge as those of tho 
Saakatclu'w.'in, but the char:tctor of tho 
aoil is belt r. Bushes are weighed down 
witli the weight of borrie's. Poavino 
grows so high and thick that it is some- 
times dillicult to get through it. Tho 
Hudson Bay Co. 'a people rai.so all the 
vogetabloa and grain they require for 
thomsolves and animals. The ohiiiook 
wind is a warm, soft current of air which 
occurs frequently in the winter and 
breaks tho back of the cold. This wind 
is more commonly felt in the Peace river 
district than in the vicinity of Forts 
Stuart and flooigo. Tho timber in 
tho Peace River country is apruco, birch 
and poplar and tho wooded tracts are e.\;- 
tensivo. Intending settlers will have no 
dimcuity in getting wood for any pur- 
pose. _ Tho timber around Stuart's Lake 
and vicindy aire tho Douglas pine, spruce, 
black pine, birch and poplar— the latter 
is used as firewood. Smoky and Pine 
rivers wind thrruigh tlio Peaci; River 
country. There will be no diflicnlly in 
building roatls to 'ami through this iiiag- 
niiicent country.
